REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-12 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art discloses Salvo et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,341 ,271 ) which 
discloses a system/method for selecting a raw material for manufacturing a pressure 
sensitive material product therefrom. JP2003/093820 A, Kaneko et al discloses an air 
filter material for use in a clean room, or the like, which alleviates the entrance of 
polluted gas into the clean room. However, neither Salvo nor Kaneko singularly or in 
combination discloses the recited feature: 

As per claims 15, 22, 40, 46 "populating a plurality of filter lists corresponding with said 
stored customer application criteria for said different raw materials, displaying a material 
browser including a plurality of filters corresponding with said filter lists, selecting one of 
said filter lists and specifying a filter criterion therein, filtering said list of raw materials to 
obtain a filtered list thereof matching said filter criterion, sorting said filtered list by unit

cost of said raw materials, and displaying in said browser said filtered list of raw 
materials matching said filter criterion".
